THE AFRICAN’S SKIN. 

,■ 11 ** JHnefc Because of the Hot gttu 
In His Native Country, 

It is not an accident that the skin of 
the African is black, but a provision 
of nature to fit him for the surrouhd- 
iugs, for a black skin can withstand 
the sun’s rays better than a white 
one. It might be thought perhaps that 
as black absorbs the rays and white 
reflects them it would, have been bet¬ 
ter for nature to give him a white skin 
that he would have been more com¬ 
fortable so. But he would not. 

The reason is 'this.- A white skin 
scorches and blisters under a hot sun 
but a black skin does not, for it ab¬ 
sorbs the rays and, carries the heat be¬ 
neath.-, So far as bodily comfort in 
concerned there is all the; difference 
. in the world between a scorched skin 
and one that is not scorched, and 
therefore the black man is better fitted 
to withstand the equatorial heat. 

If you will bear this in mind until 
next summer, you’may make a simple 
test of the matter. Put a white giova 
on one hand and a black glove on the 
other and expose them both to the sun. 
You will find that the hand with the 
black glove, on feels hotter than the 
one with the white glove "on, but it 
will not scorch and burn like the lat¬ 
ter, • 

In fact, you may test the matter in 
winter too. s ;,.-*c-e of black cloth, 
on the snow aud a piece of the .same 
size and texture, but white, by the side 
of it. Make your experiment on a day 
when the sun is hot enough to make a 
thaw, and you will find after awhile 
that the snow under the black cloth 
has melted more than that under the 
white cloth, which shows that the heat 
is absorbed by the black cloth and car¬ 
ried beneath it, 

You have often heard it said that 
the planters of the south must have 
negroes to work in their cotton fields 
because they can stand the heat better 
than white men can, and now you un¬ 
derstand.—Atlanta Constitution.

“The practical benefit of voice 
culture to women lies in the power

of the New York State Household 
Economic association’s course. 

“It soothes, the weary husband 
when he comes home at night, and 
is also a lesson to him. A pleas 
ant voice can remove all the fric¬ 
tion of life. 

“If we Americans could speak 
with the enunciation of the Eng 
lishman, with the smooth elison of 
the Italian and with the variety of 
tone which all foreigners have, we 
would speak the most beautiful 
English in the world.” 

In these words was the path of 
peace laid out for married couples, 

“It’s a simple matter to sound 
pleasant’,” continued Miss Thomp¬ 
son, “whether one ‘feels and looks 
so or not. It is wholly a mechan¬ 
ical matter, the result of training, 
very simple and within the reach 
of all.” She thinks that voice cul¬ 
ture should have an important 
place in the school. 

“The human voice,” said she, 
“more than anything else, inter¬ 
prets the human soul. In school 
and college curricula it is the last 
departmeut of education to be con¬ 
sidered, and it should be the first. 
What teaching there is given ih 
tbe schools emphasizes the use of 
the lips. Now the upper lip 
should be almost absolutely in¬ 
active. All that we need to use in 
forming letters and words is the 
udder lip,” 

The English people,Mias Thomp¬ 
son said, do hot use this upper lip, 
and throughout her talk she rather 
eulogized the English manner of 
Speech, The chief differences in 
this Way of speaking and our own 
Seemed, according to her, to center 
around the letter “r.”

A person , with an ordinary knowl¬ 
edge o£ painting can make a handsome 
set of the chamois skin doilies now in 
vogue for the polished bare top of lie 
luncheon table. The common yellow 
skin is frequently used, hut gray skins 
or those of a rich red hue can be pur¬ 
chased at house furnishing or art sup¬ 
ply shops. A skin 'three-quarters of a 
yard square costs about $1. A few oil 
paints and a medium sized sable brush 
complete the necessary supplies.. Col¬ 
ors should he carefully blended, as no 
shading is permissible. Mix the paint 
with turpentine to the Consistency of 
cream and apply in broad, flat washes. 
Experiment on a little piece before be¬ 
ginning, as some skins absorb more 
than others. A rose design, with blos¬ 
soms in soft pink and leaves and stems 
in pale green, is effective on a gray 
skin. Chrysanthemums in dull pinks 
or reds are good on a red skin, and nas¬ 
turtiums go well on a terra cotta back¬ 
ground.—New York Journal.

• Contrary to all tradition and to 
the firm belief of the civilized 
world, Friday is the luckiest day 
of the week. 

Soch is the concJusion reached 
by a competent and painstaking 
statistictian, the results of whose 
labors are exploited in the Chicago 
Tribune, 

After a thorough search of statis¬ 
tical tables he discovered that for 
great calamities and disasters Mon¬ 
day is the most unlucky day and 
Friday is the luckiest. 

A summary of the results shows 
the following: 

The worst day for murders 
Sunday. 

The worst day for fires—Monday, 
The worst day for shipwrecks 
Thursday. 

The worst day for railroad acci¬ 
dents—Friday. 

The worst day for foods—Satur¬ 
day. 

It will be seen that the fears of 
of those who refrain from begin 
ning a journey on Friday are to 
some extent justified. But in 
nothing but railroad accidents 
does Friday sustain its reputation, 
having a very small record for 
shipwrecks, murders and fires. A 
table of averages for the various 
days of the week shows that 10.23 
per cent, of the disasters took 
place on a Friday—the normal 
averages would have been over 14 
percent—that 10.56 percenr.—oc¬ 
curred on a Tuesday, 14$ per cent, 
on a Thursday, 14$ percent, on a 
Wednesday, 16$ per cent, on both 
Saturday and Sunday, and 13$ per 
cent, on Monday.

eral the average results of this pruning 
or root injury process were as follows: 
Rows with roots not pruned yielded 62 
bushels per acre; with roots pruned 
two inches deep yielded 60 bushels; 
with roots pruned four inches deep 
yielded 45 bushels; with roots pruned 
six inches deep yieided 38 bushels. 

The kind of cultivator will depend on 
the kind of soil and other conditions of 
each individual form. As a rule fre¬ 
quent cultivation is desirable during a 
dry season in order to conserve soil 
moisture, tbe number of cultivations 
depending in great part on the charac¬ 
ter of the season. All weeds should be 
kept out of the field, as every weed 
competes with the corn plants for plant 
food and light. As a matter of fact the 
weeds can be kept under control most 
economically by the proper course in 
the preparation of the seed bed.

I* Combine, Theory, Experience and 
Observation. 

The word “education” as commonly 
used refers to mental training which 
our children get iu schools, colleges and 
universities. This education is derived 
mainly from books and lectures. But 
there are two other important sources 
which we think should enter into the 
discussion of this subject. These are 
experience and observation. And it is 
a 4 proper mingling of these three that 
gives the well rounded education. 
While it is true that the science and 
theory should sometimes come first, it 
is equally important that the applica¬ 
tion of these theories and principles 
should go hand in hand with them. It 
is a great mistake to'cram the head 
with a vast mass of theoretic and sci¬ 
entific information gained from books 
without at the same time giving suf¬ 
ficient experimental application to give 
the student power to digest and appro¬ 
priate this meal thoroughly. 

Farmers can never expect to be so¬ 
cially and politically equal to others 
until they become intellectually so. 
Their education, while technical, 
Should be broad, and while scientific 
Should be' practical. Having the broad¬ 
est calling, they should have the broad¬ 
est education. They should take in all
